It was once believed that spe­ 
cial patterns were necessary to 
sew garments of these fabrics. 
But this is not true today. 
In 
fact, 
any pattern 
can 
be used to sew a stretch gar­ 
ment. There will be certain ad­ 
justments 
to 
rn a k e if 
the 
“stretch look” is desired. 
Some 
pattern envelope 
in­ 
structions suggest that a stretch 
fabric would be a suitable choice 
of the design. But it is not nec­ 
essary to make a selection from 
this limited group of patterns 
to 
successfully construct 
a 
stretch garment. It is desirable, 
however, to choose a pattern 
with simple lines and as few 
pattern pieces as possible. 
An easy method of shrinking 
stretch fabrics (if the needs are 
to stretch it) is to p r e s s with 
a steam iron. Pressure should 
not be applied. 
Wrap stretch garments, es­ 
pecially those that are heavy in 
weight, may elongate if stored 
on a hanger in the wardrobe. 
For t h i s reason, many p r e ­ 
fer to fold heavy warp types and 
store them on shelves on in 
drawers. 
Horizontal stretch garments 
ihould be stored on bangers in 
the usual manner. 
Here are some tips for con­ 
structing garments in stretch 
fabrics: 


lie as flat as possible while cut­ 
ting. 
WTiiie 
mercerized 
c o t t o n 
thread is sometimes used for 
sewing stretch fabrics, a nylon 
or textured nylon thread is real­ 
ly more satisfactory for pre­ 
venting seam breakage. 
In adjusting the sewing ma­ 
chine for sewing on stretch the 
bobbin should be wound loosely, 
and bobbin tension loosened to 
allow the bobbin case to “ride 
down” the thread. 
A test sample will help to de­ 
termine the proper stitch length. 
A greater number of stitches 
per inch produces a seam with 
greater stretch. 
In seams where stretch is not 
desired such as across the shoul­ 
ders seam tape is sewn into 
the seam line. 
Interfacing fabrics helps to 
stabilize 
the 
outer 
fabric in 
areas where stretch is not de­ 
sired. The lining for a jacket or 
coat should have the same per 
centage of stretch as the outer 
fabric. 
Zippers are applied in the 
conventional manner. 
If fabric frays badly, the seam 
allowance edges may be finish 
ed with a zigzag stitch. 
Hems may be turned, stitched 
and slipstitched. For hand sew­ 
ing, short, loose stitches are 
suggested.

The hay situation in Ohio var­ 
ies considerably from one area 
to another. In some sections of 
the state w h e r e dry weather 
has reduced pasture yields, far­ 
mers have been f e e d i n g hay 
and silage for several weeks. 
This practice has depleted sup­ 
plies which normally farmers 
would have reserved for winter 
use. But overall hay supplies in 
Ohio are 5 per cent above the 
1963 level. 
Hay prices usually rise to a 
peak in mid-winter or late win­ 
ter, Dr. Barr notes.

Gather Mulch 
Early for 
Your Roses

Whether you’re 
new in the 
rose game or an old pro, your 
roses will still need a protective 
mulch to bring them through the 
winter successfully. Find y o u r 
mulching materials soon in or­ 
der to have them on hand wrhen 
needed. 
Most winter Injury to roses 
comes f r o m the alternate 
freezing and thawing of the 
soil during wirm spells in win­ 
ter. This problem can be min­ 
imized by proper application 
of 
a 
good 
winter mulch 
around the plants. 
A mulch will prevent the soil 
from freezing too deep and also 
act as an insulator to keep it 
that way. 
Too early application of t h e 
mulch may result in as much 
damage to the plants 
as no 
mulch at all. It may prevent the 
soil from freezing, thus 
allow 
ing the plants to sprout too ear­ 
ly in the spring before the dan­ 
ger of killing frosts has passed. 
* * • 


IN OHIO, six to eight inches 
of mulch is usually sufficient. If 
you already maintain a summer 
mulch, you simply add to it for 
the winter one. 
In the absence of mulching 
materials, soil can be mounded 
around the base of the plants, 
but this involves considerable 
work and the soil must be haul 
ed in rather than pulled up from 
the rose bed. 
Gardeners 
should 
want 
to 
wait until the soil has partially 
frozen before 
applying t h e 
mulch. The best mulches are 
kinds that do not tend to pack 
d o w n tightly. Coarse ground 
corncobs 
make 
an 
excellent 
mulch; others that will work 
well include clean straw, w o o d 
chips, and peat moss.

Autumn Best Planting Time

IF EVERGREENS are plant­ 
ed in an exposed location, a 
wind-break of burlap or similar 
shield material will help prevent 
excessive water loss or winter 
burn. 
Keep the plants watered right 
up to freeze-up time.

If your home depends on a 
septic tank for disposal of house­ 
hold sewage, don’t install a gar­ 
bage d i s p o s a l unless your 
system is big enough to handle 
the extra waste. 
The question is, what is “big 
enough?” Most modern homes 
need at least a 1,000 gallon sep­ 
tic tank. Under normal condi­ 
tions, that should be big en­ 
ough to handle a garbage dis­ 
posal. 
Many authorities say a gar­ 
bage disposal adds 50 per cent 
to the minimum size of the 
tank needed. Best way to make 
sure your tank is big enough to 
check with your local health de- 
p a r t m e n t . Regulations vary 
from one county to another. 
Using a garbage disposal with 
one too small means the t a n k

Otherwise sludge may pass into 
the disposal field and clog the 
leach bed.

Americans for Democratic Action 
Constant Political Controversy in 
Stirs 
US. 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ ADA 
stands for American Dairy As­ 
sociation and American Dental 
Association. 
It also stands for Americans 
tor Democratic Action, which 
describes itself as a liberal, 
independent political organiza­ 
tion. 
But that’s not the way Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater, 
Republican 
candidate for president, is de­ 
scribing it. Nor his vice - presi­ 
dential 
running 
mate, 
Rep. 
William E. Miller. 
In the words of Miller, Ameri­ 
cans for Democratic Action is a 
leftist organization that is trying 
to “transform our government 
into a foreign, socialistic totali­ 
tarianism.” 
As 
for 
Sen. 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey —a founder of ADA, 
a national officer for 
many 
years, and still a member — 
Goldwater has referred to him 
as “this AA radical of the 
left.” In Cincinnati, Goldwater 
•aid that Humphrey, President 
Johnson’s running mate, is “the 
most prominent left-wing radi­ 
cal in the country.” 
The ADA is not surprised. It 
has been deep in controversy 
since it was started, back in 


1947, by a group drawn heavily 
from the ranks of New Dealers 
who had followed Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
Its stated purposes then were 
to carry the New Deal forward, 
a n d to eliminate Communist 
influences 
from 
the 
liberal 
movement. ADA says today it 
“seeks to influence the nomina­ 
tion and election of candidates 
favorable to liberal programs.” 
With headquarters here, ADA 
claims a membership of 50,000, 
about the size of the Izaak Wal­ 
ton League of fishermen. 
ADA declares that since its 
founding it 
has 
rejected 
all 
association with totalitarianism, 
whether Communist or Fascist. 
Former 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Francis 
Biddle, onetime chairman of the 
ADA, has described it as a “lib­ 
eral lobby.” 
The storm raging about ADA 
and his connection with it has 
not shaken Humphrey. 
“My role in the ADA has been 
both a source of inspiration and 
gratification to me,” he de­ 
clared when he resigned as vice 
chairman Sept. 2 to begin cam­ 
paigning. 
The national chairman, John 
P. Roche, a political science 


teacher at Brandeis University 
in Waltham, Mass., says the 
Republican candidates are talk­ 
ing nonsense. Roche said “the 
notion behind Miller’s attitude is 
that the American people are a 
bunch of clods.” Miller’s attack 
on ADA is “the death rattle of a 
political bunkrupt,” he added. 
Miller “is a guttersnipe,” in 
the words of Joseph L. Rauh, 
Washington lawyer and an ADA 
stalwart. 
The ADA forces rejoiced when 
President Johnson tapped one of 
their own for the No. 2 spot. 
“Sure, we are happy,” Roche 
told a reporter. “Hubert Hum­ 
phrey is an admirable choice — 
a man of conscience and intelli­ 
gence.” 
Republican 
National 
Chair­ 
man Dean Burch exulted: “The 
Democrats 
effectively 
killed 
any question of extremism in 
this campaign when they al­ 
lowed a vice chairman of the 
ADA to become the vice-presi­ 
dential nominee.”

socialistic ADA, not only insures 
the vote (for the Republican 
ticket) of the South but of tradi­ 
tional Republican states of t h e 
plains, Midwest and some of the 
East.” 
The ADA says its budget is 
$150,000 a year, a tiny drop in a 
small bucket as finances go in 
Washington. There is a rule 
forbidding membership to Com. 
munits. 
ADA has always pushed for 
social legislation, such as civil 
rights, medical care for the 
aged and public housing. 
ADA proposes that the gov­ 
ernment invest at least in addi­ 
tional $5 billion a year for the 
next four years in education, 
housing, urban renewal, public 
works, health services and re­ 
source conservation. 
In its civil liberties program, 
ADA seeks defeat of amend­ 
ments to the Consitution relat­ 
ing to public school prayers, 
Bible reading in schools, and 
praying in public places. It 
urges abolition of the House 
Committee 
on 
Un-Aamerican 
Activities. 
It opposes loyalty 
oaths other 
than 
traditional 
ones by government employes to 
support the Constituion of he 
United States. 
Goldwater protested in 1962 
that the White House was full 
of ADA’ers advising the l a t e 
President John F. Kennedy. 
“There are 31 members of the 
ADA there,” Goldwater said. “I 
am worried about the extrem­ 
ists to the left who are in gov 
eminent." 
“ADA,“ he said this summer, 
“is the only left-wing socialistic 
organization that I know of that 
operates in the present adminis 
tration." 
Where 
Kennedy had three 
Cabinet 
members 
who 
were 
ADA members, Johnson has but 
one — Secretary of Agriculture 
Orville L. Freeman. 
The other two of Kennedy’s 
three, 
Secretary 
of 
Welfare 
Abraham A. Ribicoff and Secre­ 
tary of Labor Arthur J. Gold 
berg, are still in 
government, 
Ribicoff as a senator from Con­ 
necticut and Goldberg as a Su 
preme Court justice. 
Relations between ADA and 
President Johnson used to be 
sour, but now they are sweet. 
The ADA answer Is that in 
1960 Johnson was a Texas sena 
tor and took his stands accord­ 
ingly, but in 1964 he had become 
president — as he likes to put it 
himself — of all the people. 
Humphrey has said he does 
not agree with all of ADA’s 
stands. For example, he said he 
favors a tougher policy toward 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro’s 
Cuba than the ADA has taken. 
On Cuba, ADA said: 
“We 
believe that American interests 
(and the interests of the hemi­ 
sphere and of peace) would be 
best served if the Cuban govern 
ment could be persuaded to 
assume a position of genuine 
nonalignment 
and 
could, 
by 
giving guarantees of noninter­ 
vention in the affairs of its 
neighbors, qualify for readmis 
sion 
to 
the 
Organization of 
American States." 
Miller says Humphrey during 
15 years in the Senate 
“has 
voted the official ADA line on 
191 occasions and has bolted on 
only three." 
Miller, 
hitting 
the 
soft-on- 
communism theme, asks: “Do 
we want a leader from the ADA 
which 
advocates 
diplomatic 
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recognition 
of Red 
China 
— 
which advocates the admission 
of Red China to the United Na­ 
tions, which advocates removal 
of the travel ban so that Chinese 
Communists can come travel 
through this country?” 
Roche 
replied: 
“We 
never 
advocated giving something for 
nothing. It was always condi­ 
tioned on freedom for Taiwan 
(Formosa) to choose its own 
government. As far as the trav­ 
el ban is concerned we believe 
in freedom of travel for every­ 
body; we don’t believe a few 
Chinese 
Communists 
would 
corrupt us — in our view the 
opposite would happen.” 
Miller also asks: “Do we want 
a leader from the ADA which 
just this January advocated a 
total abandonment of the Pana­ 
ma Canal — which said we 
should turn it over to the United 
Nations?” 
Roche comments: “This pro­ 
posal was first made by Sen. 
George 
Aiken, 
a 
Republican 
from Vermont, in 1960 — that is, 
that we should consider interna­ 
tionalization of the Canal one. 
To talk of surrendering it is 
totally absurd.” 
Another Miller question: “Do 
we want a leader who says that 
the United States should turn 
over Berlin to the United Na­ 
tions?” 
Roche’s reply: “That is just 
wrong. We support the defense 
of Berlin.” 
Roche agreed with Miller on 
one thing: that ADA wants to 
junk the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. Miller 
views the committee as honora­ 
ble and patriotic; Roche calls 
a 
carnival 
and 
a 
public 
nuisance. After that, the area 
of agreement between ADA and 
the Republican leadership par- 
rows to virtually nothing. 


Feelings of Asians Vary 
About Mighty Red China 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP) — For Southeast Asia, the 
Red colossus to the north in­ 
spires feelings 
ranging from 
deep distrust and even enmity 
in pro-Western Thailand to cau­ 
tious 
friendship in Indonesia 
and Cambodia. 
Malaysia, created a year ago 
from onetime British territories, 
partly as an attempt to s t e m 
prospective Red Chinese expan­ 
sion, has 4.2 million Chinese in 
its population of IO million. Its 
policy is to “try to make them 
good Malaysians.” 
Malaysian leaders meet the 
two-China problem by recog­ 
nizing neither the Communist 
one 
nor the Nationalist, 
al­ 
though it is no secret their sym­ 
pathies are with the Nationalists 
on Formosa. 
Rice-rich 
Thailand 
banks 
heavily on its alliance with the 
United States to keep the Red 
Chinese away. Thailand strictly 
bans Chinese trade. 
Burma, nestling under Chi­ 
na’s southern border, maintains 
good relations with Peking, but 
the Burmese assert “positive 
neutrality” in the dispute be­ 
tween the Red Chinese and the 
Soviet Union. 
Indonesia shares many views 
with 
Peking, 
particularly to 


ward what it calls imperialism 
in Southeast Asia. But there 
seems an underlying fear of 
Red China. Trade is growing. 
South Viet Nam, engulfed in a 
war with Communist guerrillas 
and plagued by internal political 
strife, eyes 
Red China with 
dread. Few doubt that collapse 
of the Saigon resistance would 
lead to domination directly by 
Communist North Viet Nam and 
indirectly by Red China, which 
seems to regard V i e t Nam as 
the key to mastery of the South­ 
east Asia mainland. 
Laos presents three faces to­ 
ward Peking. It has a troika- 
style government arrangement, 
agreed to in 1962 at Geneva as 
an instrument of neutralization: 
right-wing, Communist and neu­ 
tral. 
Cambodia’s 
chief of 
state, 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, has 
just returned to his 
Phnom 
Penh capital from a trip to Pek­ 
ing. He said he was offered 
military and economic aid un­ 
conditionally.

T h e 
only way you could do it would 
be to offer atomic “ sanctions” 
to the “ neutralized” nation, pro­ 
mising to devastate Red China 
or one of its “ privileged sanctu­ 
ary ” satellites in case the Com­ 
munists chose to violate the neu- 
t r a I i t y guarantee. What this 
m e a n s , in practical term s, is 
that North Vietnam must call off 
its infiltration of South Vietnam 
if t h e r e is to be any guaran­ 
tee of South Vietnam that means 
anything. But this is precisely 
what the N o r t h Vietnamese 
have proved them selves unwill­ 
ing to do. Are they likely to be 
any more pliable once Red Chi­ 
na has a crude atomic bomb?

Effectiveness Questioned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Walter W. Jenkins morals case 
raises this important question:

a big, noisy 
crowd that turned downtown 
Dayton, Ohio, into a Democratic 
rally Friday night that he wants 
the votes of those who believe in 
Social Security, medical care 
for the aged, collective bargain­ 
ing and equal rights for all 
Americans. 
“If you don’t believe in it,” he 
said in an off-the-cuff remark, 
“you ought to go you know 
where.”
